| We | ciſing of his Miniſteral function &c, (a 
MILAN favour never to be forgotten by him or 
ASS) his) did indeavour the procuring ad- 
miſſion into a ſerled Cure of ſouls, but was denied it 
by ſome Commiſſioners clayming authority under 
you. Your Petitioner( being willing to interpret that 
act of theirs,as well as all things elſe that happens to 
him from men in the moſt charitable ſenſe he can, 
and knowing Gods hand to rule and over-rule, as he 
pleaſeth in the moſt ſeemingly accidentals amongſt 
mortals) began thereupon toconlider with himſelt; 
whether God might notin his mercy deſign him, to 
what ſome men, in too much unkindneſs had doo- 
med him,viz.to ſome more Apoſtolical way of prea- 
ching, either from houſe to houſe, here 1n his native 
Country, or (if he had but the Apoſtles gift of 
tongues) throughout the whule world habitable a- - 
broad. For he could not think, that God de” 
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led him to bea miniſter of the Goſpel, and inabled 
him im in ſome poor meaſure forir, and honoured 
him with ſo long continuance and good ſucceſs in it 
(to the praiſe of his grace only be it ſpoken) to that 
end, that, when he had ſo long ſerved him, as a pub- 
I:keteacher of men, he ſhouldat the laſt, end his 
dayes in the privat teaching of Children; though 
he undervalues not that his preſent imployment by 
preferring that other before it z nor will he receed 
from it(God inabling and your Highneſs permitting 
him ) till he have educated thoſe that are or ſhall be 
committed to his care and tuition, if their friends 
{hall require it. W hereupon your Petitioner caſting 
about and making inquiry, in what Country or Na- 
tion he might do God moſt ſervicez poor neglected 
deſpiſed Yirginca, and the Engliſh Colonie there, 
with the adjacent heathen inhabitants of the ſame 
continent, came often and often into his thoughts; 
and his bowels yerned towards them; eſpecially, 
after that he had underſtood, from ſome men of ho- 
nour & honeſty, their preſent fad ſtate & condition, 
and the fair hopes and probabilities ot doing God 
and them very much ſervice there. Onely the prime 
x1 Exgior, whereby he conceives, he may moſt pru- 
dentially judge of the likelyhood of his ſucceſs in 
undertaking ought for the good and benefit of that 
people, will be your Highneſs affiſting or not aſli- 
ſting-in the information of what is already EXPEri= 
menta]ly found to be thegrand hindrances of thatco. 
lonie's proſpering amongſt themſelves,& the main 
impediments of the Goſpel's fart har propagating 
both amongſt themſelves and amongſt their neigh- 
bouring [ndians,and are here with humbly preſented

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unto you: For unleſs thoſe things complained of ny 
this Remonſtrancebe redreiled aad the Governmen®© 


(as is therein humbly delired) be put into good _ , 


hands, skilfull to mannage itz and-ſuch a publick 
profeſſion of Religion; both for DoGtrine and wor. 
ſhip, be eſtabliſhed, and ſuch a fence of diſcipline 
ſet about it, as that both thoſe, who would remove 
from hence thither, may before hand know what 
Religion they may there enjoy,and when they come 
thither be aſſured to enjoy itz and the Heathen alſo 
thereunto adjoyning, may from the very eternal 
order and beauty thereof, as well as for the unani- 
mous, conſtant profeſſion and pradtiſe of it amongſt 
thoſe of the Colonie, be fairely united and ſweetly 
drawn to the ſame Chriſtian communion and fel. 
lowſhip with them; it cannot be expected, that ei- 
ther your Petitioner,or any other, how zealouſly af- 
feted ſoever they ate to the advancement of Gods 
glory, and the propagation of the Goſpel of Chriſt 
fhould leave their preaching and other Miniſtration 
here in their own native Country that fo much 
needs them, though they ſhould be allowed to 
preach no where but in bonds and fetters,or in caves 
and other hiding places, (which they fear not, fo 
long as your Highneſs ſhall retain the Soveraign 
power ſolely in your own hands) and go into /jrgi- 
zea to labour therein utter 1impoſiibilities, or to be. 
thruſt out from labouring, when any probabilities of 

doing good ſhould be offered them, only uponthe dir 
ſtaſt or ſuggeſtion of any turbulent or vicious perſons 
that ſhall complain of them to a Governour,as indif- 
creet and vicious as themſelves. If a preacher had 
gaint Pauls immediatecall to gay 4 
ore: 
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fore the Gentiles, as well as Gods own Iſra2!, or 


were otherwiſeas well aſſured, of the like cal; all 


ſeeming impoſſbilities of doing good, and all af- 


frighting fears of ſuffering evill would ſoon vaniſh, 
and he would account it honour ſufficient to ſuffer 
for Chriſt, where his preaching of Chriſt, ſhould be 
rejected or rendered ſucceſleſs. -Bur, where a Prea- 
.cher1s to conclude his call to any people, as well 
from the door of hope, that is opened to him for 

his glorifying God, and doing good to men, as 


from Chriſts inward knocking at the door of his 


heart by the motions of his holy Spirit{not diſcern- 
able from the impulſe of his own Spirity but by the 
concucrence of Scriptural exhortations and perſwa- 
fions, or clear deductions from thence, tending to 
the ſame ends without any by ens of his own )there 
it would be deſervedly reputed little leſs than mad- 
neſs for any to undertake t e preaching Chriſt to 
the Heathen, when the wicked lives and unjuſt per- 
fidious, cruel, bloody practiſes of thoſe, that call 


_ Themfelves Chriſtians, and proteſs the ſame faith 


with that Preacher, lye in the door, and barr up the 
way againſt his entering into them and their open- 
i0g unto him: and it would-be more poflible for him 
to remove Mountains, than any to remove that jm- 
»<diment of ſcandel, unleſs your Highneſs fet to 
yourhelping hand, and reform by your power and 
authority, derived to {ome pious prudent, upright 
Governour under you, as well as the Miniſters of 
the Colonte indeavour it, by their faithfull preach- 
ing and holy converſation. 


May it therefore pleaſe your Highneſs, in compaſſuon of 
| Reg that 
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that great Colonie, and in commiſeration of ſo many 
t houſand ſouls, both Chriſtian and Heathen: as that 
Colonie and continent, wherein they are. ſeated, 
abounds with,to vouchſafe your beſt ſkill, and to ex« 
erciſe your utmoſt power(for the work needs and de- 
ſerves both) for the effeFing that great and glori. 
ous deſign, the preſervation of that Engliſh Colonie 
from ſuddain temporal ruine, and the ſaving both 
them and their neibouring Indians from eternal 
perdition ; the ſole-and ſoul deſire of your nuworthy 
Petitioner, & the only crime of his inſuing Remon- 
trance, And your Petitioner whichthowſands of 
thouſands more ſhall inceſſantly pray for your High- 
neſs &c.

E that ſets himſelf to do any good, eſpecially 

4 for the publick., muſt not only ſet down ſirſt 
and connt the coſt, whether he have ſuffi- 
cient to finiſh his work, leaſi, after he hath 
| laid the foundation, aud is not able to finiſh 

it, all that behold it begin to mock him, ſaying, This mar 
began to build but was not able to finiſh: but he muſt be 
ſure alſo to arm bimſelf both againſt himſelf and what his 
own fleſh and blood ſhall obje@,and againſt the Devil & all 
Deviliſh men, and what thoſe wicked Spirits can ſuggeſs 
or belch forth, for the hindering or retarding him in his 
workzleaſt otherwiſe he be fow!y foyled in his undertaking 
it, or fall off ſhamefully and diſeracefuily from it, before 
he have perfeFed it 5, and ſo both loſe his Crown, which js 
promiſed only to him that evercommeth,and pull ſcorn and 
contempt npon himſelf for his weakneſs and apoſtacie, and 
render the workit ſelf for the more difficult and dreadful 
to others, that would happily otherwiſe have laboured (ur. 
ceſsfully in it. Now for the coſt of this preſent nndertaking 
its eaſt to be value4, ſo far as it yet concerns me: For all 
that undertake, is but the repreſenting of the preſent ſad

condition of the Engliſh Colonie in Virginea, with the ra- 
tional cauſes thereof, and the probable means of its relief 
awd redreſs, unto one, that is known ts have ſufficiency 
both of skyll and power, andwhat elſe is requiftte for 
effeFing and accompliſhing what is humbly deſired of hins, 
or ſoberly intimated to him. And although this coſt me 
ſomewhat more, both in expence of time and labour, for 
the compoſing and framing both the Petition and tha Re- 
monſirence than to merit the ambitions time-crack of be- 
ing autoſchediaſtieal or extempore(for Idare not preſent 
ought to man, that coſt me nothing) yet it coſt me ſo little, 
that Tthinkit not worth the computing. For ſome Plan= 
ters in and Traders to Virginea, that are of known credit 
and reputation, furniſhed me with the colleFions, and 0- 
ther Perſons of honour undertook the procuring both then 
and my Petition acceſs to his Highweſs 5 and if I have, or 
can thereby but lay the foundation of an happy reformation 
of that declining Plaxtation,the honour of procceding ſo 
far, will, in my account and in the eſtimate of all hone 
men,nuch outweigh the ſcoffs and mocks of all Sanballats 
or Tobiahis that ſhall malign the finiſhing of the building. 
And I hope God will ſtirr up theSpirits of ſome zealous 
Haggais and Zachariahsto incite and inconrage ſome 
noble Heroick, Lerubbabels axd Joſhuas to perfe&# what 
ſhall be left unfiniſhed by thoſe worthies, whom T, that 
ars leſs than the leaſt of the Lords Prophets, and unworthy 
to be called a Prophet, have called upon and incited to ap« 
pear in this honourable and pious work, And for 
what mine own fleſh and blood could obje& againſt this un- 
dertaking, though the objeFions were many and ſeeming- 
ly ſtrong (eſpecially when they were backed by others, that 
world have made me believe, they love me as well as I can 


wy ſelf) yet God (to the glory f his grace be it ſpoken) ina 
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bled inc either to remove or leap over them all: and Iwas, 


and an confident, that ſeeing Ido not in this work ſeck 


my ſelf,but the glory of God,and the good of ſo many ſoules, 
if 1 fowld chance to loſe wy ſelf in it, I ſhould finde my ſelf 
and that both infinitely comforted inthatloſs, aud ſuper- 
abundantly recompenced for it. The chjef thing ther, that 


remaines to be dexe by me, is the arming my ſelf, or rather 


the daily ſupplicating of God to arm me,againfl the fiery 


darts, that Satan and his complices, wicked men, ſhall caſt 
at me to beat me off from this work, or to affright me in it. 
And (praiſed be the Lord) 1 have been ſo acquainted with 
their envy and detraFion, the two prime poyſononus bar 
bed arrowes of their Helliſh quiver, in ſome other under- 
takings, that God hath honoured me with, and carried 
me through; that Tonely ſo far fear them and thereſs of 
that invenomed ſheaf, as to betake me to the armour 


which the Lord of hoſts hath counſelled me to make uſe of 
againſt them,and to apply me to theſe holy means which he 


' bath preſcribed both for the getting that armony and the 
| ee it on, as alſo for the exerciſing and managing it to 


the beſt advantage. TI know that envy and detraFion ave 
as conſtant attendants npon every gvod ation of note and 
eminency eſpecially, as the devill himſelf is a diligent na- 
licous obſerver of it 3 that to eat ont the very heart of it, if 
its venemons tooth can reuchit;and this to grangrene ſome 
of the more exterionr uſefull comely parts of it, if the vi- 


tals eſcape its.-poyſon. But if God pleaſe to preſerve the 
 wetertaker, and to proſper his undertaking ; let the Red 


Dragon himſelf caft forth a whole flood of poyſon after hins 
and that which he travails with, he can no more hurt him © 
or hinder his effeFing what he undertakes, than be could 

the woman cloathed with the ſun, and her bringing forth 
her man-child. And for my part, ſeeing envy makes. the 


beſt 
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beſt workes the objeF of her malignity, T ſhall beſo far 
from being troubled at the envy of any, that Iwifh from 
my heart the work may but prove worthy of ſuch g$pirits 
envy : And for detrafion, if there be ſo much good in 
the work, as is capable of mens detraFing from it, ſo that 
God may have the glory of that good from thoſe that have 
any goodneſs in them, let as many wicked ones, as pleaſe, 
glory in that their own ſhame : T ſhall repute it no ſhame to 
me, to haveall the glory of all the good taken from me, 
when there is not the leaſt due to me: and it will be honour 
ſufficient, as well as comfort to me, that T have done any 
thing whereby God may be glorified on my behalf. Tet be- | 
cauſe I woul not willingly give the leaſt occaſion to a 
to fin ſo highly againſt God and their own ſoules, I (bell d 
my indeavonr to prevent all ſuch folly, ſo far as a faithfidl 
acconut of my appearing and proceeding in the buſineſs may 
do it. Fa 

Upon what grounds Inndertook, this work, IT have de- 
clared to him with whom I dare not diſſemble : And what 
incouragenents I have had, both from God and good men, 
to go 0n withit ({ofar at the leaft .as to make tryal how it 
will be reliſhed or diſzeſted by thoſe who have power either 
fo cruſh it or crown it) are fitter for mine own breaſt to re= 
tain, than for this, or any other | paper. to publiſh.” This 
every one, that knowes me, will IT hopebelieve,that certain- 
ly I had ſome friends of worth and credit wha furniſhed me 
with the particulars of this Remonſlr ance('as IT before hine 
ted) or elſe being a ſtranger to Virginea and the affaires 
thereof, I weither could have known them, nor wonld have 
rceived any information concerning them upon truſi, much 
| leſs have preſumed the preſenting them to his Highneſs: 
" And the truth is, There is not one particular mentioned by 
me, to which I cannot produce 2 ſufficieut tefiimonie ir 
bog 2 the 
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the confirmation thereof, by ſuch a number of witneſſes as 
the Lord himſelf approves for the eſtabliſhing of every 
truth : And for the moſt they are ſo well known to every 
Planter there and trader thither(eſpecially thoſe that trade 
in their own perſons ) as that he muſt have very little ac- 
quaintance with either,or give little faith to both,that ſhall 
doubt thereof, farther than to enquire of them which all 
wnſatisfied perſons are defired to do. And whereas you will 
find ſome very fowl as f aggro, "as and yet the aFors 
or committors not named, charge that, if you pleaſe, upon 
my charity, who though Thad their names given me, (as 
there was reaſon I ſhould)and that by thoſs that are neither 
affraid nor aſhamed to have their names known, if it ſhall 
be required by any that have anthority ſo to dozet I thought 
7t my duty to ſtience them: that ſo the Perſons that are 
gvilty of thoſe horrid crimes, may be the ſooner invited to 
repent of them, when they ſhall ſee, that upox their repen= 
ting, as God hath promiſed their tranſgreſſions ſhall not be 
mentioned unto then by himz, nor ought to be byothers, (0 
there is the beſt courſe taken by me, that I could, that they 
 themſelvs ſhall never be upbraided with them 34s knowing, 
that oftentimes the open diſgracing men for ſome fowl 
fas makes them the more impudent in thoſe ſins, and the 

more obdurat againſt all yer ſwafions to turn from them. 
As alſo, that this diſcovering their ſins and yet covering 
their names may aſſure them, that it is the deteſtation of 
thoſe crying crimes, not any hatred of their perſons, that 
occafioned this complaint : and thereſore, if, upon the tel- . 
ling that ſuch and ſuch fins are committed by ſome,they find 
themſelves to be the men that committed them (as tis deſi- 
red they may) there will be no need to ſay to any of them as 
Nathan ſometimes was conſtreined to ſay to David, Thou 
art the man: ard if themſelves then pleaſe. but to conſe 
Wh 
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with David one by one, T have ſinned againſt the Lord :1 
ſhall intercede with the Lord ſo far as Tam able, that he 
would pleaſe toſay to their | ſoules, one by one again, what 
Nathan ſaid to David, The Lord hath put away thy 
ſin and if they ſhall bethns aſhamed of what they have 
done, tis all the ſhame is wiſhed them for ſo doing, Bnt, 
becauſe by thoſe wicked deeds, they have given great cca= 
fox to the enemies of the Lord to blaſpheme, let them be. 
ware, leſt if they do eſcape the judgement of men,the ſevere 
judy ments of God do not ſeize upon them in ſome remarkg- 
ble manner, herein this life, for others to take warning 
thereby, and for the taking of thoſe enemies of the Lord 
from their farthar blaſpheming thereat. 
Beſides, if all this will not quiet ſexe Spirits, that ſhall 
3nd themſelves concerned in this Remonſirance, as concet« 
ving thathe publiſhing tj nch particular crimes will cauſe 
an inquiſition to be made by many after the particular 
ames of thoſe that committed them , ( as indeed all mens 
are generally too inquiſitive after other mens ſins, &too bu- 
fre in proclaiming them) or it may be, his Highneſs himlelf 
may, upon the information of ſuch crimes heing commited, 
command the names thoſe that commited them to be gi« 
ven in to him, that juſtice may proceed againſt them I et 
ſuch know, that if any private men ſhall inquire of me the 
rames of thoſe whoſe particular crimes are ccmpluined of 
in the following Remonſtrances I can (through his grace 
who ſets a watch before my mouth and keeps the door of my 
lips) commond my tongue ſilemce as well as my pen, but T 
. have no power over the tongues of ot her men farther thay 
to beſeech them to be as careſull of preſerving others good 
rames, as of their own: and that care of other: will in- 
creaſe and inlarge the honour of their own: and where any 
deſerve to have their names ſtink and rot, that they would 


ſuffer 
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Faſfer them ſo to do,without their raking too much in the 10; 
>. ſons filth&'loathſome putridneſs & putre of them.But,if his 
2 Highneſs command me to give him, or any deputed by hins, 
either any or all their names; that ſos judgement may be 
executed upon ſome of thoſe Limris and Achans, thoſe 
Colonie-deftroying offendors,to the better appeaſing of Gods 
wrath gone out againſt that Coloxie, and for the more 
happy prevention of the like provocation by others, I fear 
the diſpleaſure both of God and his Highmeſs too much to 
diſobey that command. And if their names or perſoxs do 
| ſuffer thereby, they may blame themſelves, who were ſo 
it andacionſly wicked as to do that to others without bluſhing 
K at it, which now they are aſhamed or afraid to hear of, front 
li! others, with ſo much as being named to have done it; and 
i | zake tt ill to have thoſe deteſtable alFs of theirs but mentio- 
I »ed before one that hath power to puniſh them, which they 
= never ſtuck, «t to perpetrate before him, that hath power to 
damn thens for them. But Tforget my ſelf and the work i 
hand too much, in laboring thus long to ſatisfy thoſe that 
are ememies to both. Apologies to ſuch do but raiſe more 
ll jealoufles,” and fhary rebukes are fitter charms for ſuch $pi« 
'W rits than ſoft anſwers, : | 
| There are indeed ſome perſons of honouw and integrity 
i yeb living, that had the nnhappineſs to be Governours when 
lll ſome of thoſe horrid fats were commited by ſome of the 
Planters; Andſo they might in juſtice be charged upon 
their account (ſo far as the not prohibiting, oppugnin g,and 
\ puniſhing them could contra@# the guilt of them) ſhould not 
(i Theſo juf# as to give others that fair account thereof, 
which I received from thoſe who abhor to juſtifie the wicka 
ed or condemn the righteous. Moff true it is what Saluſt 
Jaith, That in cujus manueſt ut prohibeat, jubet agi 
fi non prohibet admitti, I» whoſe power it is to prohibit 
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a crime, he commands it to be doxe, if he do n0t prohibit 


the doing it : or, as Seneca expreſſethit,. quinon ve= 
tat peccare cum poſit, jubet, He bids a man to ſon, 
that does not forbid him when be may : And he, that dees 
not withſtand a wicked man in his wickedneſs, or puniſh 
hins [cverely for it,if be have power, does both animat hint 
iuhhis wickedneſs and inconrageothers to dothe like:axd is 


thereby as really guilty of that wickedneſs, as if bimſelf by 


had committed it. But tis as true,(ſay their compurgators) 
that thoſe worthies, (whoſe innocency alone I deſire to vin- 
dicate, leaving all unworthy Governonrs to anſwer for 


themſelves ) had not that juſt power of prohibiting,oppug- 


ning, aud puniſhing iniquity and the. aFors thereof, at leaſt | 


not that ane liberty of exerciſing their power, that men 0 


their place and authority ſhould have : but were ſo limited - 


and bound wp, by the over-ſtraightneſs of their inveſtors 
that armed them with that power , or by the difſenting of 


their aſſiſtants, that ſhould have ſtood by t bers, and ated 


with them, in the execution thereof 5 or by the inſolency 
and tumnltuouſneſs of thoſe upon whom juſtice ſhowld have 
been executed, That,althongh they abhorred & abominated 
thoſe barbarous aFs, and the wicked contrivers and 
aFors of them, yet they were conſtrained, for the better 
preſervation of the publik, peace and ſafety of the Tlantati- 
on , as well as their own perſons and ſubſiſtance, to forbegr 
that forcible withſtanding, and judicial puniſhing thee, 
that they ſhould, and otherwiſe would have pra@iſed aud 


roceeded in. Such is the inſeparable unhaippineſs and 


miſchief that roſe attends both the Governors 
and Governed, whe 
pon the favour and pleaſure of the people, or is manacled 
and fettered by any Plebeian Tribunes, or over- awed by any 
inſulting Ephori, Nevertheleſs, that the reſplendent emi-

nencies of thoſe Governours,Jor my high eſfteerr of their 
vouchers, may not ſo miſlead me, as that whileſt I ans 
willing to excuſe theme fromthe guilt of others ſis I ſhould 
unwitingly pull upon my ſelf the guilt of theirs, Thumbly 
beſeech thoſe Governours, that as they deſire to ap- 


pear juſt before men, ſo they would much more labour to 


acquit themſelves before God, And therefore if they know 
ought by themſelves (as they needs muſt) more than others 
ean charge them with, they would n3t reſt upon any mans 
juſtification of their aFions,much leſs preſume them there= 
upon jnſtifyable before God 5, but earneſtly and hambly beg 
of God his gracious pardon for what h2 knowes they have 
failed in or been guilty of, either by their omitting or neg= 
leFing to exerciſe that power, that he had put into their 
hands, or by their other wile partaking with others in their 


fins, as well as for all their other tranſgreſſions ;, and that 


will wot onely comfort their ſonles and quiet their Spirits 
againſt all that have beex or fhall be objeFed againſ} them ; 
but aiſo add very much to their honour amongſt all good men 
and exceedingly indear them ts God bimſelf the fountain 
of all true comfort honour andgoodneſs. 

Then for thoſe friends of mine which pretend to be friends 
al'o to the work3t ſelf,but not to my under taking it though I 
love their reproofes better thi 1 do others praiſes: yet I would 
mt willingly deſerve that favour from them. It may be (Ov 
the truth is I have been told as much by ſome, thatT believe 
cordially love me) they me.y fear that my appearing in this 
buſineſs may be reputed by ſome that wiſh me well ſomewhat 
improper and a little Heterogeneal to my profeſſon as a Min 
niſter, but to ſuch my humble requeſt is, that they would 
conſider both my profeſſion and this work a little better.

2. The Plantcrs(out of covetous defire to take up great Tracts 
of land) diſperſe themeſelves very far from cach. other in the 
Ccuntryy and ufqally take up more land by an hundred parts, 
than they arc@ble to manure or till, or make any. uſe of: :ren- 
dering themfclves thereby both uſcleſs to one another, & he more 
unſerviceable to the pablick 3 befides the expoli. gihemſclves to 
| becut off the more eaſily by the Iudians, when they ſhall cake 
that occaſion, which is too often given them, as well as undcr- 
ftand this advantage. | RC 

3. The Planters obſerve no juſt order in taking up their pro» 
portions of land, but run up, one after another, all along by che 
rivers ſides; whereby they not onely prejudice others,that come 
after thew, In their Planting and cating themwfclves; bur do ve- 
ry much diſcourage them from planting and ſetling themſclves 
at all; becauſe they cannot have any tollcrable convenience of 
the Rivers. a : 

4. The Planters doe generally regard the planting of no- 
Thing but Tobaccoz and that they plant ſo exceſſively, that 
they cannot (confidering their number of ſcrvants)make it up as 
it ſhould be. And too many will' not give it the dne making 
that they might z and do, for the moſt _ them, pack it ſo falſly 


and * 


Te:. Set 
and cheatingſy 3 that the Traders thicher, finding themſelye 
ſoabuſed & couſl by them,and thar, upon their complaining 


' therof no juſtice is done them,(becauſe moft commonly the Par= 


gics guilty arc the Jadges) are very much diſhcarcned and: dif. 
couraged from trading any longer with them. And.if the Plan- 
xcrs themſelves do at any time bring, or ſend over upon their 
own account, any conſiderable quantitics thereof, it proves u- 
ſually fo bad, and of fo little worth, that all charges defrayed, 


_ they can ſcarce get more by it than their labour ſor their Pains: 


whereas when ſome of them,that have been carckull to have their 
tobacco well made, and as-well pa up, have brought over ofthe 
fame, ſix hundred pounds have been offcred to one of them for 
one yeares profit of his plantation. 

5. The Planters doſcidome imploy their mindes and parts a- 
bourought ſave the procuring a preſent ſabfiftence and lively- 
hood, and the purchaſing of ftrong waters, or ſome other ſuch 

"heating liquors, as may inflame their Spirits, and intoxicate 
their braines;and ſo continue their old accaftomed debaucherics 


- contraſted in England. 


6. ThePlanters in che generality, doe moſt baſely cheat, 
and unjuſtly deal with all that trade with them, in caſe ci- 


_ ther themſelves, or any that come into thoſe pare to trade with 


them, happen ro die there, or have any eftates there when they 
dic: For that all the eftatc thatis found in the deceaſed's hands 
(be it whoſe it will be) is appriſed by certain appriſers at half 
Its worth : And che appriſers for their paines take in a manner 
what they pleaſe; and the reft of the cſtate is put into the hands 
of any thatclaim any intereft therein, under a pretence to keep 
it for the true proprictorsz who ſcldome gee ought thereof, 
upon their demanding it,, but are inforced, for the moſt part, 
to ſpend the full value thereof, and ſometimes if they will not 
bear that abuſe,twice as much as its value, before they can re- 
cover ought. And uſually they loſe both the principal cate, 
and all the charges expended for the regaining it, Which pra- 
ice alone, if not ſpeedily remedicd, will deterr all traders from 
advcnturing thither, and deftroy all trade there, and ſo ruine 
the Colonic. | 

7. The Plantcrs, many.ofthem doe very mnch abuſe and op- 


: preſs their poor fervantrs by not allowing them thar loJging 


and. 
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and food which is meet, caufing many of them eicher to ly. all 
che time of their ſervicude in aſl; heaps, or otherwiſe to kennel 
up and down like dogs, whereehey .can find room 3. ſcarce fce» 
ding them fo well as our ſcornfull ſervants here in England feed 
our dogs ; though men of honeſty and conſciencedo difcharge 


their conſciences there in the good uſe of their ſervants, as the 


| like do here. - 


_ $8, The Planters ſuffer mach, and complain excceffively of 
the hcavy and uncqual taxes laid upon them, which taxes 'in a 

reat part are pretended to be impoſed for the levying and rai- 
Fe of force to ſecure the Colony and defend them againſt their 


- _cnemics 3 when as they arc ſpent and imbezled by the officers or 


largefſes of the afſcmblics of the Colony in intemperate drinks 
ing, and other riotous and Iaxurijous praticcs, fo induſtry and 
temperance are diſcouraged, and idlcncſs and licentiouſnefs 
arc maintained, if not conntenanced 5 which cannot but ſoon 


overthrow the b:ft of Plantations. 


9. Thc Planters do exceedingly miſcarry in not fetling head 


| Townes in cach County, that the people of that County,and - 


all others chat defire to trade with them, might be' drawn to- 
gethcr, and manage their trading in ſome certain placesz and 
not run up and down from houfe to houſe ; eſpecially when 
the houſes are at fo great a diftance from each other, as there 


_ they arc, andnot above two houſes together in any County 


exceptin 7ames Town. 


The Injuricsand overfights chargeable upon the eraders 
td Virginea arc more diſcernably theſc. 


t. The Traders do very much Injurie to the Plantation in Yir* 
ginea by not victualing their ſhips ſufficiently for the paſſcngers 


ch they tranſport; in ſo much chat many of the paſſcngers are 


allmoft famiſhcd,beſorec they reach thither, though the paſſage 
be otherwiſe fair and. wichin convenient time: and many dy 
ſoon aſter they arrive there 3 which brings an ill report upon 
the Connery, as though that killed them ; when their death is 


- tobearttributed to their ill uſage and dietar ſcaarifing from the 


wretched covetouſneſs of thoſe that ſex forth ſhips for the tran! 
porting of paſſengers, meerly for gain, and that gotten mon

by pinching and ftarving the carcafes of their poor paſſengers? 
Now,if they that arcflain by the ſword arc kagtts ay" 
are ſlain with hunger, Lam. v,g.Then ſurely they that kill men 
by ſtarving them, deſeryc more to be hanged,than they who kill 
men by the ſword, or otherwiſe quickly diſpatch them. . Bc- 
fides, the ſtarving of men deſigned for a place, where men arc 
far more precious than they arc herg, and may, through Gods 
inabling them, .prove much more ſerviceable both to God and 
man'than here they can be, aggravatcs that iniquicy nor a litle. 
2. Another wickedneſs, which ſore traders thicher havc Pra- 
iſcd upon their paſſengers (ſcarce ever heard of before, much 
Tels praftiſed by any that call them ſclves Chriſtians) is this, 
When a ſtorm or tempeſt hath happencd at ſea in their paſſage 
from hence thither, or they have etherwiſc miſcarried,through 
the defaulc of the Maſter or Pilot of the ſhip, fo that their paſ- 
age hath been tedious and dificule; Some of thoſe Maſters have 
laid all the blame upon ſome of their paſſengers; and not onely 
accuſed them for witches, but executed ſome of them as witches, 
by their own authority, and without any legal trial and convi- 
tion, Now if heathcn mariners in a deſperate death-threatning 


| tempeſt at ſea,(aſter that they knew that it was rayfed for one 


of their paſſcngers ſakcs,and was acknowledged ſo to be by that 
pafſenger himſelf, and were defired by him to caſt him over- 
board, and promiſed thereupon a cefſation of the ftorm) were 


' notwithſtanding both unwilling & afraid to caft him over, cf 


them(clves ſhould loſe their lives for caſting away his; or that 


| his innocent blood might be otherwiſe required of them, and 


revenged on them, Foyah1. How will their tender heartedneſs 
and fear of ſhedding the blood of one innocent paſſenger (as 
they reputed him) riſe up in judgement againkt the hard-h-art- 
edneſs and deep blood-guiltineſs of thoſe Chriftian mariners 
(undeſervedly ſo called) who upon a ſmall rempeft or other 
miſcarriage a ſea, or out of a covetous defire only to gain a 
little the more by their paſſengers, raſhly and impieuſly impute 


'the cauſe of that tempeſt or miſcarriage to ſome of their paſſen- 


gers 3 and thercapon, both accuſe, judge, and execute them 
without any examinati6n,trial or conviction of themzor without 
the leaft Icgal FOwer to doe either unto them;norallowing them 


fo much mercy as 7oxah had from the mercileſs waters, nor

3+ The Traders do very much abuſe and cheat thoſe of the 
Plantation, by impcſing one ſhilling per Hogfhead upon all the 
Tobacco that comes from thence; and without the payment 
thercof, will not take their Goods aboord 3 which isdone up» 
on the pretence of defraying the charge of deſtroying the To- 
bacco planted in Exg/azd. And this hath been preCtifed two or 
three years laſt paſt 3 whercas they have not this laſt year de- 
firoycd the ſaid Tobacco, nor ſatisfied thoſe whom they, for- 
werly imploycd in that ſervice for ſome years before, but keep 
the Moneys fo raiſed and colleQted by them, .in their own handy, 
to a very confiderable ſum. - And although the deſtroying To»

4+ There is one thing more, that is found by experience to 


have hindred the Ergliſh Colony in Virginea very much in rec 
ſpc& of the Traders thither 3-which your humble Remonſtrant 
. 18 very tender of mentioning, becauſe it refle&s too muth upon 
' alaterevived Law of this Nation 3 and therefore it ſhall be only 
propounded to your Highneſs better confideration, to examine 
and judge, whether the Planters in Virginea do ſuffer more 
thereby, or the Merchants of Erglard gain more : and ſo whe- 
_ therit be not more for onr Nations honcur and prcfit toconti- 
pre It, than it wov]d be for that Plantations advantzge to take 
it off. Or whcthcr there may not be ſome «expedient found out 
for the cafing of that Plantation in particular, without open- 
Ing a door toa worſe grievance or inccnyenience to this whole 
Nation jn general, The thirg con plained of by the Planters, is 

the prohibiting of Foreigners to t1zce thitt er. By v hich pro» 
 hibition ſachey)» the Engliſh Sen thither will bave the

Tobecoat their own rates, and ell their own goods and com- 
modiries tranſporied thither at their own prices. lnſomuch that 
whereas, when the Dutch traded thither, the Planters bought 
ſheos at 12+ |. of Tobaccoz fince they were prohibited, the En- 
gliſh made them to pay. 50. þ of Tobacco forthe like : and fo in 
proportion for other commodities. And then, if any of the 
Plantation ſent Tooacco hither, they had the fraight thereof 
for 4. {per Tun, but upon the prohibition of the Datch they 
ſometimes paid 14, /. per Tan, and moſt conſtantly 8. 1. or 9. 1, 
per Tan; And whereas the Datch would then give the Plantcrs

vent which ic formerly had, beforc the Datch planted Tobacco 
in theic own terricorics 3: which chey did not till that prohibi. 
gion. So that by this mcans (fay the Planters) the Plantation 
is in @ manner ruined, at leaſt foon will be, if there be not a 
prudent and timely prevention thereof, as 'your Highneſs alſo 


ſuffers alſo not alircle Jn your cuſtornes and <xciſe, and the tra» 
ders themſelves by their trading . The redreffing of all which, 
if poflivle, without worſe prejudice ro That Plantation or this 
N ution, is a worke worth the undertaking and skill of the b:& 
and moſt prudent of both Nations, znd the ſolc aim of your Re» 
monſtrants preſcnting ic to your Higt nets.

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The great negle& of Gods ordinances, worſh' A ad ſer 
vice throughout the whole Plantarion may be aſciibed to 
theſe original and ſome far ocher additional cauſes. 


i. The Miniſters of Virginea, too many of them, are very 
co” lefs and negligent in diſpenſing Gods word' and facramends, 
at alſo indecent and [lovcn!y in their manner of diſpenſing them.

And as their cireleſneſs & negle@ of diſpenſing Gods Ordinances 
occaſion the people of the Colonie to difregard and difiſteen 


them and the Heathen to ſcorn and contemn them, 

2. There arc not a few of the Minifters, whoſe wicked and 
prophane lives cauſe the worſhip and ſervice of God, nor only to 
be (lighted, bur to be little lefs than abliorred, when they of- 
ficiate therein ; As there are alfo divers, whoſe inſufficiency and 
inability to ſtop the mouthes of gain-fayers, occaſion too'many 
of the people of all ſores to open wide their rude, prophane,blat- 
phemous mouthes both againſt chemſclves and all others of their 
| holy funQion; as alſo againſt their very office it (elfe, and thoſe 
holy Ordinances about which iris converſant. And thus (as the 
prophet Feremie ſometimes complained cap :23. 'Fromthe Pro. 
phets—is prophaneſs gone forth into all the Land, And the 
true original cauſcs of both theſe miſcariages in thoſe Minifters 
is this, The greateſt part of them are fuch as went over thitheer, 
not out of any d:figne or defire todo God and that Plantatior, 
- much leſs the poor heathen thereto adjoyning any ſervice by 
their Minifteryzbut out of fome by aimes and ends of their own, 
being indeed ſuch, as were afhamed, or affraid, to live any long- 
er hcre in this Nation 3 or at the Icaft ſuch as ſought only to get 
ſomcthing for theraſelves, having lietle hopes in theſe daics eſpes 
cially, from the conſciouſneſs of their own unworthineſs, to 
procureany preferment or tollerable ſabfiftence here : and ac» 
cordingly they now live and praftice there. 

3: Thoſe Miniſters, That are religious and Iaboriour, ſach 
as are worthy of double honour, both becauſe of their labouring 
in the word and dodrine, as alfo becauſe of their being truc 
ſhining lights before the people in their holy cxemplarie lives 
and converfations,have ſcarce that fingle honour paid them that 
they deſerve,from zhe moſt;and are diſhonoured and deſpiſed by 
too many. Which though it (hould not, yet it docs too much 


diſcourage and diſhcarten them in the work of the Goſpel. And 


*tis but juſtice In God, that where men ſow ſparingly, they 
ſhould reap ſparingly : and where the people grutch to allow 
Gods Miniſters temporal things, for their inriching them with 


ſpiritaal;God may therefore molt julily, ina progaztoneblo as a

them 3fo their ſlovenly and indecent diſpenſing them ,cauſe both 
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pe ot punifhment,withold his conferring of ſpiricuals by ſuch 
inftraments upon ſuch ungratefull receivers,till they hav: learnt 


by the want of them, how to value and eſteem thembetter. For 
as the defpifing of Gods Minifters is the deſpiſing. of God him- 
ſelf; 'fo the undervaluing of them and their Miniftration is the 
Uundervaluing of God himſclf, and what he corifers upon mcn

4.The Govcrnours of that Colonic have been,divers of them, 
too femiſs and ſlack both in putniſhing 2nd} rermoving unwor. 
thy Miniftcrs, and in. incouraging and countenancing thoſe of 
worth. Asnot long fince, there was an inſtance given of both. 
When one that had taken upon him the office of a preacher 
beinz accuſed for committing of Sodomie, and convitted 


' Ifnot of the faQt, yet ofthe intent and attempt, was onely cau- 


ſed to ftand in ſome publick place for a ſmall rime with a paper 
in his hac, with his crime writtcn therein. When cn the other 


. fide, inthe year 1655, other eminent, able preachers indeed, 


were for no crime(unleſs for their being of a different judge- 
ment, in our Jate unhappy ditferncces here amongſt us, from 
ſome in power there amongſt them, +-: for their cmincncie of a- 
bilities and parts,” as well as exccllency of lives above others, or 
ag the moſt but for ſome z:alous impradcncyJ'urned out of their 
imploym:nts and Livelyhood. EE, 

Thus Having ſhewn your Highneſs ſome of the chicf cauſes 
of the Epidemical difſtempers and maJadics, under which the 
poor Plantation in Virgizee grones and. Jabours, even to the 
conſumption of her Spirits, an4 her being rgady in amanner to 
give up the GhoſR;, the cure is-hait made, efp:cially ityour H'phu 
neſs pleaſe to hecome their AX (culapius, and take them into your 
own hands, and cxcrciſe your own {kill in corre&ing and purg- 
ing out thoſe peccant and corrupt humors, which have. bcen 
preſented to you : But becauſe your Remonftrant knowes well, 
that your Highneſs delights, inall incounters, to be rather in 
the reſerve for relief in extremity, than to command in the 


lighter vclitations or* skirmiſhes ; he is theretore emboldened 


(with your Highneſs favor firft fapplicated):o adventure bis own 
weak ſuggeſtions, for the Icading on men of more ſolid judge- 
memes 0 dcliver their opinions z and ſoto reſerve the honour as 
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wel az artof conquering all difficultics to your ſelf, for the pre 
ſcrving and reftoring of that Laggolſhing and dying Colonic. 
The moſt therapeutical and healing medicines, and moſt pre= 
ſerving antidotes, that your humble Remonftram conceives to

1. That Miniſters of holy and religious exemplarie lives and 
converſations, /and well furniſhed with known and proved abi- 
litice, both for teaching and governing, be fairely treated with, 
and by all good means and wales invited, perſwaded,and incou- 
raged to undertake that great work of the Lord in diſpenſing his 
Goſpcl and the precious myfterics thereof in that Nation 3 An 
andertaking of ſo much honour and glory to God, and of fo 
much credit and comfort to the undertakers, as that there is not 
any viſible- in the whole world of more, or of more probability 


of an happy ſucceſs: becauſe they may thereby not only recall & 


reclaim many of their own country-men and fellow Chriftians 
that have fouly crred and gon aſtray;but alſo bring into Chrifts
